WASHINGTON, Sept 3.-The new 


revenue bill—greatest of all tax meas- 
ures in the history of the nation—with 
a levy affecting: every individual and 
business concern in the country—was 
approved unanimously yesterday by 
the house ways and means committee. 
Chairman Kitchin will introduce the 
measure in the house today and ask 
that consideration of it begin next Fri- 
day. 
Leaders hope to send it to the 


senate within ten days after debate 
begins. 


The final committee estimate of the 


revenue to be yielded under the new 
bill is 53,012,792,000, as against 53,941,- 
633,000 last year under the present law. 
The largest source of estimated reve- 
nue is from taxes on excess profits, in- 
cluding 
war 
profits—53,100,000,000- 


and the next is from taxes on incomes 
—SI,483,186,000 from individuals and 
5828,000,000 from corporations.

Today Samuel Campers, the great 


labor leader, is being honored in Kng- 
htiiu as he-id of a. labor :iii^5ion sc-.it 
from this country for the purpose of 
unifying the aims of labor so far as 
possible in aJ! the allied countries. 


President Gompers has always been 


a safe and clear-headed leader. lie 
has never fallen a victim to the wiles 
of socialism and today, while he works 
hand in hand with President Wilson 
for a complete victory over Germany. 
he appeals to _the laboring classes 
throughout the allied nations to stand 
loyally by trie armies now lighting 
the 
battles 
of 
universal 
freedom 


against the ambition of ihe German 
militarists to dominate the world. 


In deference to Mr. Gompers, the 


work or light clause was eliminated 
from the new draft law, lest it should 
be said that labor was unwilling to 
do Its full duty in the war without be- 
ing conscripted. Thus far in the war, 
the laboring masses have done splen- 
didly by the 
government. Without 


their co-operation ihe war cannot be 
successfully maintained 
whereas 
the 


aim now is to go in and end it as 
soon as possible.

It is hoped also, that the laborers 


of Germany and Austria may have an 
opportunity to learn something of what 
he has to say in regard to the prin- 
ciples of justice and human freedom 
Involved in the war.

LONDON POLICE STRIKE. 


With a "work or sight" law in I^n- 


don, the metropolitan police who havo 
been 
on strike would be 
drafted 


for service in the army. There is little 
doubt that the claims of the police are 
justified as their pay is but 38 shillings 
a week with 12 shillings bonus which 
Is apparently contingent, But assum- 
ing that the full bonus is received, tho 
total would amount only to $32.50 in 
our money. That amount would go but 
a short way towards supporting a man 
in this country, and while prices are 
not so high in England as here, still 
they are so high that' the pittance of 
$12.50 per week must be wholly inade- 
mate for the decent support of a man, 
much less of a whole family. 


It seeins that Gov. Keyes of New 


Hampshire has now announced that he. 
may not appoint a successor for tho 
late Senator J. H. Gallinger. Gov. 
Keyes gives as his reason that he does 
not se£ any great necessity for a suc- 
cessor for a term that will be merely 
two months long, as New Hampshire 
must elect two new senators in No- 
vember. Sen. Hollis of New Hampshire 
is now in Europe so for the next two 
months New Hampshire will have prac- 
tically no senatorial representation at 
Washington. Well, If Gov. Keyes wants 
to run his state that .way in war time, 
let him. A good many states wouldn't 
care to be run that way. 


It has never seemed to us that the 


legislators and the citizens at large 
have ever gone at this "raise morn 
sheep" problem from the primary an- 
gle. It would seem as if one of the 
first things to do in any community 
where it was proposed to introduce 
sheep raising- on a large scale, would 
be to first reduce a large part of'the 
dog population. It is true that the 
dog is called one of man's best friends 
but we ki.uw certain kinds of dog 
that are replicas of the proverbial poor 
and lazy relative in a family. 


The U. S. treasury is now busy print- 


ing Liberty bonds enough to be sold in 
the forthcoming Liberty loan campaign, 
so that one-third ot all the people in 
this country could each buy a bond if 
they wanted to. There will be 35 mil- 
lion bonds, in other words. If owning 
a bond puts one in a select and aris- 
tocratic ciass, here surely is a time ap- 
proaching when it will be easy and 
profitable to secure your bond and get 
into this class. But to look on Liberty 
bond holders as a class of patriots is.

greatest peril and trial of our history.

"Tho world has always known the

by President Wilson yesterday in a 
proclamation fixing 52.20 as the mini- 
mum price at primary markets. Win- 
ter wheat will be sold at this price, 
but the president accompanied his 
proclamation with a statement giving 
notice that before the harvest of next 
spring: he will appoint a commission 
to report on increased cost of farm 
labor and supplies to guide him in de- 
termining whether there shall be an 
advance in price for the spring crop. 


The possibility of peace before the 


middle of 1920 was touched upon in 
the president's statement, in connec- 
tion with the risk that by guarantee-

prices 
the 
government 


might lose- as much as half a 
bil- 


lion dollars if Europe should lind its 
supplies available from the southern 
hemisphere.

of England to the American Red Cross 
hospital on the south Devonshire coast 
here.

REVENUE BILL 


Greatest of All Tax Measures 


in the History of Nation 


Finished 


Provides for the Raising of 


$8,000,000,000—Goes to 


House Today 


WASHINGTON, Sept 3.—The new 


revenue bill—greatest of all tax meas- 
ures In the history of the nation—with 
a levy affecting every individual and 
business concern in the country—was 
approved unanimously 
yesterday by 


the house ways and means committee. 
Chairman Kitchin will Introduce the 
measure in the. house today and ask 
that consideration of it begin next Fri- 
day. 
Leaders hope to send It to the 


senate within ten days after debate 
begins. 


The final committee estimate of the 


revenue to be yielded under the new 
bill is $8,012,792,000, as against $3,941,- 
633,000 last year under the present law. 
The largest source of estimated reve- 
nue is from taxes on excess profits, in- 
cluding 
war 
profits—$3,100,000.000— 


and the next is from taxes on Incomes 
-..$1,482,186,000 from individuals and 
5828,000.000 from corporations. 


The increase in the taxes on tho spe- 


cified incomes of married'persons with- 
out dependents is shown by the fol- 
lowing table:

ried persons with $200 additional al- 
lowed for each dependent child under 
18 years of age. An exemption of $200 
•for each dependent incapable of self- 
support, because of mental or physical 
disability, also is allowed.

decided upon the raising of $8,000,000,- 
000 by taxation because it had accepted 
as a sound fiscal policy the recommen- 
dation of Secretary McAdoo that one- 
third of tho government's estimated 
expenditures of $24,000,000,000 this year 
be obtained from this source and tho 
remaining two-thirds by bonds. 


While under existing law only per- 


sons of lawful ngo have to make, re- 
turns, tho now bill requires persons 
under the lawful ago and having a not 
income for tho taxable year of $1000 or 
over, If slnglo or if married and not 
living with hufibnml or wife, and nil 
married persons living with hushnnd 


j or wife having n not income of $2000 
or over to make returns. 


Partnorahlps aro not liable to Income 


tax, but each partner's profits are lia- 
ble whether distributed or not. 


The bill applies the war and excess 


profits taxes to corporations only. Pro- 
vision is made to protect corporations 
whose invested capital is less than 
$60,000 and those corporations in which 
invested capital Is not a material pro- 
ducing factor. 


Increases also were made in the es- 


tate taxes, which will range from 3 per 
cenr. to 40 per cent. The Increases as 
compared with the present bill follow:

the expectation ia general that the en- 
emy will make the most desperate ef- 
forts to recover the position, the blow 
13 regarded as one of the worst disas- 
ters inflicted upon the Germans during 
the whole war and one which must 
cause their high command tho deepest 
anxiety. 


The balief is general that the switch 


line is the main system ot German de- 
fense and that there is nothing so 
strong behind It. Consequently Its loss, 
it It becomes final, opuna the widest 
possibilities. 


"Its loss would involve the evacua- 


tion of the French coal fields, perhaps 
even of the Flanders coast," says the 
Mail, "and would imperil the German 
hold on Douai, Valenciennes and Cam- 
braJ, which are essential to Hinden- 
burg for maneuvering his armies. The 
switch line is thus the pivot of the 
whole German front and its breach 
means that they have forced the enemy 
to a struggle of man against man 
which he had used all of his ingenuity 
to avoid." 


Tho Telegraph, also noting the dan- 


ger to the Important German centers 
of communication, Etui's: "If the Ger- 
mans cannot stand before Douai, Cam- 
bral and Bt. Quentln, they can stand 
nowhere this sldo of the German fron- 
tier. If it is possible for them to fight 
harder and throw in reserves at a 
swifter rate than they have done In 
tho last few days, they will do so. We 
doubt the possibility of their accom- 
plishing either." 
Other commentators remark that the 


Germans now pretend that they aro re- 
tiring according to plan and are con- 
vinced that the retirement will be com- 
pulaorily carried much further than 
they ever Intended.

land as head of a laoor mission sem 
from this country for the purpose of 
unifying the aims of labor so far as 
possible in all the allied countries. 


President Gorapera has always been 


a safe and clear-headed leader. 
He 


has never fallen a victim to the wiles 
of socialism and today, while he works 
hand In hand with President Wilson 
for a complete victory over Germany, 
he appeals to the laboring classes 
throughout the allied nations to stand 
loyally by the armies now lighting 
the 
battles 
o£ universal 
freedom 


against tho ambition of the German 
militarists to dominate tho world. 


In deference to Sir. Gompers, the 


work or tight clause was eliminated 
from the new draft law. lest it should 
be said that labor was unwilling to 
do Its lull duty in the war without be- 
ing conscripted. Thus far in the war, 
the laboring masses have done splen- 
didly by the government. Without 
their co-operation the war cannot be 
successfully maintained whereas the 
aim now is to go in and end it as 
soon as possible. 


Mr. Gompers has been highly hon- 


ored in London as the representative 
of tha United States and the head of 
the sroat Federation of I^abor. In re- 
spending to the compliments paid him 
hy Premier Lloyd George and other 
British officials, he said he "accepted 
.tho high Ideals of President Wilson 
as to the allied aims in tho war and 
the necessity of prosecuting it to a 
triumphant conclusion. American labor 
found it impossible to live in a nation 
dominated by Kaiserlsm and militar- 
ism. We dare not lose, we cannot lose, 
we must win."

a champion who can so clearly set

catchy or plausible it might be, and who 
can guide the legion of toilers along 
tie paths that lead to the highest free- 
ddm to be found on this earth, a free- 
dom governed by law with due respect 
for justice and the rights of all classes. 
If Mr. Gompers can bring the laborers 
.of England, France and Italy to accept 
his views as to the outcome of the 
-war, he will havo accomplished an im-

25,000 Government Agents
